A Discourse by Rev. R. M. Webster 
of Long Beach, 

The W.C.T.U. Hall, on Temple 
street, has been selected by the local 
leaders of the Nationalists as their per- 
manent headquarters, and a large num- 
ber of ladies and gentlemen assembled 
yesterday afternoon to participate in 
the discussions of Edward Bellamy’s 
ideas. 

Mrs. Coan opened the proceedings 
with a very well-reudered piano solo, 
and President Dr. H. P. Peebles, after 
giving a short résumé of the objects of 
the society, and pointing out the ulti- 
mate certainty of commercial coépera- 
tion as the evolution of the theories 
contained in Bellamy’s work, intro- 
anes the Rev. R. M. Webster of Lorg 

Mr. Webster addressed the audience 
at considerable length. He declared 
himself entirely in sympathy with the 
Nationalist movement, as the only 
true solution of the economical ques- 
tions which disturb the miuds of every 
great thinker in this the close of the 
nineteenth century. Dr. Josiah 
Sirong, the author of that very ad- 
mirable work, Our Country,“ char- 
acterizes the theories of the lational- 
ists as a modulated form of socialism, 
and deprecates the idea of their 


utility, since they solve the 
problem of suffering without 
eliminating the fact or sin. Mr. Web- 


ster declared that he could not agree 
with the author of “Our. Doubery 
Fraternity is the basis of the 
ist movement, and in connecting it 
with the inculcated principles of the 
Christian r.*Webster dis- 
cussed very ably the relation of nation- 
alism to the gospel of Jesus. The rev- 
erend gentleman wound up his dis- 
course by propbesying that at the pres- 
ent rate of accumulation of wealth 
the eutire resources of the Unite 
States, the greatest commonwealth of 
the world, would in the course of half 
a century be virtually in the hands of 

a few tortunate individuals, and, after 

pointing out that the fall of the Jew- 

nation and of the Roman Empire 
dated from the time when the wealthy 
and luxurious aristocracy had assumed 
complete control of the affairs of the 
body politic, he urged his listeners to 
unite in their efforts to spread the 
theories of the Nationalisis, as the 
only means of saving this country from 
a like fate.

BURNING OF THE BROOKLYN 
TABERNACLE. | 


Rev. T. De Witt Taimage’s famous 
church was totally destroyed by fire 


[yesterday. as will be seen by die- 


patches published elsewhere in this 
issue. The fire took place in the 
morning, and Dr. Talmage was pre- 
vented from preaching in consequence 
of it. The sermon which he intended 
to deliver is, however, printed in these 
columns this morning, as usual, 

This sudden and great calamity—_ 
the destruction by fire of a famous 
temple of religion in the heart of a 
great city—will arouse widespread 
sympathy for the preacher and 
people. 
THE TESTIMONY OF COMRADES. 


We publish this morning several let- 
ters bearing on tke Soldiers’ Home 
question. They are trom friends and 
comrades of Gov. Treichel, in the East, 
who have noticed in the papers the 
scurrilous attack which has been made 
upon his character, and who hasten 
to defend him. 

Maj. Ashhurst writes, in reference 
to Gov. Treichel: He is not only a 
gallant soldier, as proved upon many 
bloody fields, but an honorable gentle- 
man, and a most kindly and humane 
man.“ 

Maj.-Gen. D. McM. Gregg writes: 
“IT have not seen the newspaper 
articles reflecting upon Col. Treichel’s 
management of the Soldiers’ Home in 
California, If they contain any charges 
involving bis honor and integrity, I 
would disbelieve them at once. I pre- 
sume that some discontent has arisen 
because the Colonel has insisted upon 
the enforcement of discipline—good 
soldier that he is. I know him well, 
for he served with me in the war.“ 
Finally, a band of comrades, com- 
prising four colonels, four brigadier- 
generals, two majors and two lieuten- 
ant-colonels, unite in a declaration in 
which they say that Col. Treichel 
was long a resident of Philadelphia, 
and afterward of New York, and in 
both cities, in civil life, as well as in 
the army throughout the war, and in 
the public service afterward, he has 
enjoyed the highest reputation for in- 
tegrity, dignity of character and dis- 
tinguished conduct. He was well 
known to all of us for his blameless 
life and a public record of which any 
man might be proud, and which 
showed him especially fitted for the 
administration of such a charge.“ 
They add that Gov. Treichel’s ap- 
pointment to the home was considered 
a model one; that he has always borne 
a reputation without blemish, and that 
it seems utterly impossible to them, 
who have known him well for many 
years, that there can be the slightest 
foundation for the injurious reports 
referred to. 

‘Such is the testimony which is be- 
ginning to come in from all quarters 
as the news of Gov. Treichel’s persecu- 
tion is received. Such unanimous 
testimony to his worth and character, 
from men who know him well, should 
surely shame those who haye—-whether 
deliberately or through lack of investi- 
gation—joined in the malicious 
crusade against a brave of- 
ficer and a good man. It becomes 
every day more-apparent that the 
basis upon which these charges were 
founded is of the flimsiest character. 
Similar charges are, in fact, made 
periodically against every governor of 
soldiers’ homes. The man who was at 
the bottom of them in Treichel’s case 
has been dishonorably discharged from 
two or three of the other branches of 
the home, and had Gov. Treichel 
known the fact of his dishonorable 
discharge he could not have been ad- 
mitted in Santa Monica. 

There is little, if any, doubt that the 
complete official vindication of Gov. 
Treichel from the wicked and un- 
founded charges against him may be 
expected very soon. 


THE COUZIER’S CRUEL CRITICISM. 


The San Bernardino Courier once 
more projects itself upon our shud- 
dering form, to the extent of a solid 
column of matter, compounded largely 
of “‘six-bit’? words and sententious 
Evarts-like sentences, the basis of the 
attack being our attempted correction 
of its ‘‘semi-official’’ political news. 
We must positively, . peremptorily, 
and perpendicularly deciine to enter 
into any contest with the Courier in 
the artistic arena of alliteration; we 
would expect to be direfully, dread- 
fully and doubly defeated by the cruel 
cracks of contemporaneous Kearney.

THE SANTA FE SYSTEM. 


Very conflicting reports continue to 
be received regarding the present con- 
dition and future prospects of the 
Santa Fé system of roads. The New 
York Commercial Bulletin, a conserva- 
tive authority on matters of finance, is 
of the opinion that the task undertaken 
by the financiers who are endeavoring 
to set the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 


Fé Railroad Company on its feet again 


is one of extraordinary difficulty. 
Briefly summed up, their problem is to 
restore to a profitable basis a railway 
system whose gross indebtedness is 
over $130,000,000, whose annual expense 
charge is nearly $11,000.000, and whose 
net earnings in the year 1888 were only 
86.307, 145. Practically, there are but 
two possible means of accomplishing 
thisend. One is to reorganize the com- 
pany’s entire finances h a re- 
ceivership, with or without a fore- 
closure sale. 

The journal in question remarks that 
„the rehabilitation of the Atchison’s 
finances would be an operation never 
equaled for magnitude in the bistory 
of corporations, except by the Phila- 
delpbia and Reading in 1886.” 

The company will certainly have the 
best wishes of Southern California in 


its efforts to again resume specie pay- 
ments. 


YELLOW FKVER. | 


Surg.-Gen. Hamilton's Views on the 
Dreaded Scourge. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.— By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The annual report of Surg.- 
Gen. Hamilton of the Marine Hospital 
Service comprises an octave volume of more 
than 400 pages, and shows that the steady 
increase which has marked the relief work 
of the service for many years still con- 
tinues. During the past fiscal year nearly 
50,000 seamen were treated at different hos- 
pitals and relief stations throughout the 
United states. 

A great deal of space in the re is de- 
voted to yellow fever. An articleon “The 
Diagnosis of Yellow Fever,” by Surg. 
Guiteras, calls special attention to symp- 
toms which appear early in the disease, and 
the knowledge of which will be, no doub 
of great value in any future outbreak o 
fever by ciearing up the uncertainty whic 
always has atteuded the arrival at a de 
nite conclusion. 

Surgeon Hutton, who was in command of 
Camp Ferry, gives another 
sketch of the establishment and conduct of 
this first camp of detention and observa- 
tion known in the history of epidemic, 
The establishment of the camp was an . 
periment, but fully justified the most san- 
guine expectations. Surgeon Hutton also 
coutributes an article on the United States 
Inspection Service, which explains“ 
measures taken to prevent the spread.

WINPRY OF GEORGE YOUNG 
AT SANTA ANA SKIZED.. 


A Lot of Contraband Spirits {pis- 
covered, and the Proprietor sub- 
ject to Indictment on Four Sev- 
eral Counts — Whisky Barrels 
with Uncanceled Stamps, 


For some time past the Secret Service 
Department has entertained sus- 
picions that a large quantity of brandy 
has been manufactured in and around 
Santa Ana and Orange, on which the 
Government received no duty. B. M. 
Thomas, assistant special agent of the 
Secret Service office on the Pacific Coast, 
has been instituting special inquiries 
into the matter, and he has at last 
secured sufficient evidence to break up 
the ring of illicit distillers who, by 
retailing brandy a dollar a gallon, 
have virtually destroyed the trade of 
those manufacturers who paid the 
Government duty of 90 cents per 
gallon. 

Mr. Thomas’s attentions have been 


chiefly paid to the distillery and win- 


ery of. George Young, near Orange. 
Special officers have been detailed to 
watch it for the past three months, and, 
acting on information received from 
them, on Saturday last Mr. Thomas; in 
988 with Special U. 8. Gauger 
W. C. Neilson and Deputy Collector 


Ed ward Gibson, visited the premises, 


They found brandy in every part of 
the winery and distillery, and much of 
it wasin whisky barreis from which 
the old stamps had not been removed. 
In the retail department whisky bar- 
rels containing brandy were also found, 
and as Mr. Young denied all knowl- 
edge of having any brandy except in 
the distillery, the matter was at once 
reported to the chief in San Francisco, 
for him to report to the department. 
Young has paid no revenue tax on 
brandy during the present year, but 
the most serious feature of the 


atze is the finding of the brandy in the 
‘aid whisky barrels. 


Whisky sellers 
are obliged by the Government rules 
to destroy the revenue stamps as soon 
as a barrel is emptied, and, some 
months ago, Young bought out the 
stock of Peter Eshelbock’s saloon, in- 
cluded in which were a number of 
almost empty barrels of whisky. The 
stamps on these barrels were not de- 
stroyed,and he has used them as & 
cover to his illicit dealings. Pending 
orders from the head office to make a 
seizure, the winery and distillery are 
detained, and nothing can be moved 
except by orders of Mr. Thomas. 

Young is liable to be indicted on 
four separate charges—running a dis- 
tillery without reporting his transac- 
tions to the Government, making false 
returns to the Government, 
packages without destruyi the 
stamps, and selling brandy without 
previously paying the duty. 

There is a common but erroneous 
opinion among the wineries of South- 
ern California, that brandy may be 
distilled and used in them fer fortify- 


ing wines, free of duty; but Mr. 


Thomas wishes it to be understood 
that both the past and present admin- 
istrations have issued stringent in- 
structions to the officers of the Secret 
Service department to see that the full 
duty is paid on all spirits distilled. 
The insinuation in the Herald that 
the officers were instructed to wink at 
the free distillation of brandy for forti- 
fying purposes, Mr, Thomas declares

The Second-street Cable Declines to 
Spin. 

As a result of the complications 
which have arisen between the propri- 
etor of the Second-street cable road 
and the Cahuenga dummy line on the 
one hand and the people living along 
the line of the latter road and the city 
authorities on the other, the Second- 
street cable line was not started up 
yesterday morning. Whether the shut- 
down is for good, or whether it is 
merely a bluff on the part of Mr. Me- 
Laughlin, the owner, to bring recalci- 
trant people to terms. remains to be 
seen. The superintendent of the line 
claims that it has been a money-losing 
enterprise for sometime and that its 
continued operation in the face of ad- 
verse treatment is out of the question. 

The history ef the complications re- 
ferred to is well known to readers of 

Times. People in the western 
part of the city strenuously objected to 
the operation of a dummy line in pub- 
lic streets, as it was a dangerous 
nuisance, and as it was claimed that 
no regular tranchise existed, a test 
case was madein the Superior Court, 
which resulted in the issuance of a 
permanent injunction against the 
dummy line on West Temple street 
from Belmont avenue to the western 
limits. 

hen Mr. McLaughlin secured the 
passage of a city ordinance granting 
im an 18 months’ privilege of operat- 
ing his dummy line on the streets 
named, pending the extension of his 
cable road to a junction with the 
dummy line at or near the city limits. 
This ordinance was vetoed by the

BROOKLYN TABERNACLE TO- 
TALLY DESTROYED. 


— 


A Great Calamity to Rev. T. De 
Witt Talmage's Church Yoster- 
day— The Sermon that He Was 
Prevented from Delivering — 
Authorized Text. 


The following startling dispatch 
reached THE yesterday: 
New York, Oct. 13. 
To the Times-Mirror Company, Los An- 
geles: The Brooklyn Tabernacie was 
totally destroyed by fire this morning. Dr. 
Talmage will not preach today. Withhold 
copy sept you for tomorrow’s issue. 
Louis KLorscn. 
Later in the day the following tele- 
gram was received: 
New York, Oct. 13. 
To the Times-Mirror Company, Los An- 
geles: Dr. Taimage prefers that his ser- 
mon be published as usual. Please say, 
that although he was prevented from 
preaching, owing to the destruction of the 
Tabernacle, he gave your correspondent — 
the sermon follow. Louis KLOPSCH. 


THE SERMON. 


The subject of his sermon (which 
the fire prevented him from delivering) 
was The Saving Look.“ The text is 
in Hebrews xii., 2: “Looking unto 
Jesus.“ Following is the sermon: 

In the Christian life we must not go 
slipshod. This world was not made 
for us to rest in. In time of war you 
will find around the streets of some 
city, far from the scene of conflict, 


mon in soldiers’ uniform, who have a 


right to be away. They obtained a 
furlough and they are honestly and 
righteously off duty; but I have to tell 
you that in this Christian conflict, be- 
tween the first moment when we enlist 
under the banner of Christ and the 
last moment in which we shout the 
victory, there never will be a single 
instant in which we will have a right 
to be off duty. Paul throws all around 
this Christian life the excitements of 
the old Roman and Grecian games— 
those games that sent a man on 
a race, with such a stretch of 
nerve and muscle, that sometimes 
when he came up to the goal he 
dropped down exhausted. Indeed, his- 
tory tells us that there were cases 
where men came up and only had 
strength just to grasp the goal and 
then tall dead. Now, says this apostle, 
making allusion to those very games 

we are all to run the race, not to crawl 
it, not to walk it, but run the race set 
before us, looking unto Jesus,“ and 
just as in the olden times, a man would 
stand at theendof the road with a 
beautiful garland that was to be put 
around the head or brow of the success- 
ful racer,so the Lord Jesus Christ 
stands at the end of the Christian 
race with the garland of eternal life, 
and may God grant that by His Holy 
Spirit we may so run as to obtain. 

The distinguished Welliston, the

there area great many who take a 
whole library to ex press their theology. 
They have so many theories on ten 
thousand things; but I have to say that 
all my theology. is compassed in 
three words: Looking unto Jesus,“ 
and when we can understand the 
heigbt and the depth and the length 
and the breadth and the infinity and 
the immensity of that passage, we can 
understand all. 

I remark in the first place, we must 
look to Christ as our personal Savior. 
Now, you know as well as I, that man 
is only a blasted ruin of what be once 
was. There is not so much difference 
between a vessel coming out of Liver- 
pool Harbor, with pennants flying and 
the deck crowded with good cheer and 
the guns booming, and that same ves- 
sel driving against the Long Island 
‘coast, the drowning passengers ground 
to pieces amid the timbers of the 
broken-up steamer, as there is between 
man as he came out from the hands of 
God, equipped for a grand and glori- 
ous voyage, but afterward, through 
the pilotage of the devil, tossed and 
driven crushed, the coast of the 
near future strewn. with the fragments 
ofan awful and eternal shipwreck. 
Our body is wrong. How easily is it 
ransacked of disease. Our mind is 
wrong. How hard it is to remember, 
and how easy to forget. The whole 
nature is disordered, from the crown 
of the head to the sole of the foot— 
wounds, bruises, putrefying sores. 
„All have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God.“ By one man sin 
entered into the world and death by 
sin, and so death has passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned.““ There 
is in Brazil a plant they call the Mur- 
derer.“ ior the simple reason that it is 
so poisonous it kills almost everything 
it touches. It begins to wind around 
the root of the tree, and coming 
up to the branches, reaches out 
to the ends of the branches, killing the 
tree as it goes along. When it has 
come to the tip end of the branch, the 
tree ia dead. Its seeds tall to the 
ground and start other plants just as 
murderous. And so it is with sin. It 
is a poisonous plant that was planted 
in our soul along while ago, and it 
comes winding around the body and 
the mind and the soul, poisoning, 

isoning, poisoning—killing, killing 
illiag as it goes. Now, there would 

be no need of my discoursing upon 
this if there were no way of plucking 
out that plant. It is a most inconsid- 
erate thing forme to come to a man 
who ig in financial trouble and enlarge 
UPoAy his trouble, if I have no allevia- 
tion to offer. It is an unfair thing for 
me to come to a man who is sick and 
enlarge upon his disease, if I have no 
remedy to offer. But I have a right to 
come to a Man in financial distress or 
—— distress if I ba ve financial re- 
nforcement to offer or a sure cure to 
propose. Blessed be God that among 
the mountains of dur sin there rolls and 
reverberates a song of salvation. 
Louder than all the voices of bondage, 
is thé trumpet of God's deliverance, 
sounding: Oh, Israel, thou hast de- 
stroyed thyself, but in Me is thy help.” 
At the barred gates of our dungeon, 
the conqueror kuocks and the binges 
creak and grind at the swinging open. 
The famine-struck pick up the manna 
that falls in the wilderness and the 
floods clap their hands saying: “Drink, 
oh, thirsty soul, and live forever,’ 
and the feet that were torn and 
deep cut on the rocky bridle-path of 
sin now come ino a smooth place, and 
the dry ald ys crackle as the panting 
hart breaks* through to the water 
brooks, and the dark night of the soul 
begins to grow gray with the morning, 
yea to purple, yea to flame, from hori- 
zon to The batteries of 
temptation silenced.

I remark again, that we must look 


copyist you know is always a failure. 
If a painter go to a portfolio or a gal- 
lery of art, however exquisite, to get 
his idea of the naturai world from 
these pictures, he will not succeed as 
well as the artist who starts out and 
dashes the dew from the grass and sees 
the morning just as God built it in 
the clouds, or poured it upon the 
mountains, or kindled it upon the sea. 
People wondered why Turner, the 
famous English painter, succeeded 80 
well in sketching a storm upon the 
ocean. It remained a wonder until it 
was found out that several times he 
had been lashed to the deck in the 
midst of a tempest and then looked out 
upon the wrath of the sea, and coming 
home to his studio he pictured the 
tempest. It is not the copyist who 
succeeds, but the man who confronts 
the natural world. So if a man in 
literary composition resolves that he 
will imitate the smoothness of Addi- 
son, or the rug vigor of Carlyle, or 
the weirdness of Spenser, or the epi- 
grammatic style of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, he will not succeed as well 
as that man who oualtures his own 
natural style. What is true in this re- 
spect is true in respect to character. 
here were men who were fascinated 
with Lord Byron. He was lame and wore 
a very large collar. Then there were 
tens of thousands of men who resolved 
that they would be just like Lord By- 
ron, and they limped and wore large 
collars, but 22 did not have any 
of his genius. You can = success- 
fully copy a man whether he is bad or 
good. ou may take the very best 
man that ever lived aad try and live 
like him, and you will make a failure. 
There never was a better man than 
Edward Payson. Many have read his 
biography, not understanding that he 
was a sick man, and they thought they 
were growing in grace because they 
were gro wing like him in depression 
of spirit. ere were men to copy 
Cowper, the poet—a glorious man, but 
sometimes afflicted with melancholy, 
almost to insanity. The got 
Cowper’s faults but none of his virtues. 
There never was but one 1 fit to 
copy. A few centuries ago He came 
out thro humble surroundings, and 
with a gait and manner and behavior 
different from anything the world had 
all classes of people, 
model. Among fish- 
e showed how fishermen 
g tax-gatherers, He 
showed how tax-gatherers should act. 
Among lawyers, He showed how law- 
ers should act.

Winfield Scott's Noble Charge: His 
Narrow Escape — Marshal Saxe 


and His Many Victories—Jean 


Caias's Sad Fate. 


Late in the summer of 1812 Gen. 
Van Rensselaer, with the Army of 
the Center,“ as it was called, attempt- 
ed to invade Canada. On October 13th 
he crossed the Niagara at Lewiston to 
attack the enemy at Queenstown 
Heights, but the landing was desper- 
ately resisted. Col. Winfield Scott 
and Capt. John E. Wool led the Amer- 
icans in charge after charge, driving 
the British before them. Three times 
they gained the victory. Van Rens- 
selaer then went back to bring over 
more troops, but the militia, terrified 
at the severity of the struggle, refused 
to cross, and entreaties of their officers 
were unavailing. Scott finding him- 
self deserted, mounted a log and hae 
rangued bis troops. Hull's sur- 
render must be redeemed. Our 
condition is desperate. Let us die 
with our arms in our hands. Our 
country demands the sacrifice. The 
example will not be lost. The blood of 
the slain will make heroes of the liv- 
ing. Those who follow us will avenge 
our fall and our country’s wrong. W 
dares to stand?’’? A loud all, rang 
along theline. Scott’s command was 
killed or captured, the gallant Colonel 
bein 1 the prisoners. Gen. 
Brock, the British mander, was 
among the slain. While Scott was a 
captive two Indian chiefs called to see 
the Tall American.“ They wanted to 
know whether the man on whom they 
ad fired so often was not really 
wounded. As they were turning him 
around familiarly to examine his per- 
son, the flery lonel resented the 
treatment and thrusting one of the 
savages, away cried.

The greatest French General of the 
eighteenth century, 
MARSHAL SAXE, 
was the natvral son of Augustus II., 
Elector of Saxony and King of Poland, 
and was born at Dresden, October 18, 
1696. His mother was the famous 
Countess von Köui 
the army when but 12 years of age, 
serving with distinction against the 
Swedes and entering the military ser- 
vioe of France in 1720. Elected Duke 
of Courland in 1726. he was driven 
from that country by the Russians. 
He then became the favorite lover of 
Anna, who was crowned Empress of 
Russia in 1730. He subsequently 
fought against tbe Austrians, was rap- 
idly promoted, captured Prague, was 
made a marshal of France in 1744, 
gained the great victories of Fonteno 
in 1745, of Raucaux in 1746, an 
of Laufeld in 1747. The great General 
was the idol of the French people. At 
the opera the whole house rose at the 
entrance of the valiant foreigner who 
had dedicated his life to France. 
ms . bad already marked him for its 
victim, and he died in 1750. 
Jean Calas was a respectable shop- 
keeper in Toulouse in the south of 
France in 1761. His family, with the 
exception of his third son, , were 
Protestants, His eldest son, Marc- 
Antoine, was a moody 2 man. 
pee of ability, but depressed by 
ing excluded as a Protestant from 
the practice of law for which he had 
fitted himself by study. He had no re- 
source but to assist his father in the 
shop. At length, on October 13, 1761, 
a young man named La Vaysse, long 
absent from the town, called on the 
Calas family, and by invitation, re- 
mained at supper. Marc-Antoine ap- 
peared depressed, ate litile, and went 
out. When Pierre Calas arose to light 
La Vaysse to his room, seeing the 
shop door open, they looked in and 
were horrified to find Marc-Antoine 
suspended from one of the folding 
doors, which separated the shop from 
the warehouse. The news soon spread, 
and the fanatical neighbors asserted. 
that Marc-Antoine had been mur- 
dered by his father because he had in- 
tended to become a Catholic. The 
aged Jean Calas was 
REPEATEDLY TORTURED 
to extort a confession, but in vain. 
When his trial came on before the Par- 
liament of Toulouse there was a total 
absence of any evidence to support the 
charge, but the blind stolidity and 
fanaticism of the judges pronounced 
sentence of death, though only by a 
majority of seven to six in a court of 
13. The unfortunate victim persisted 
in asserting his innocence, and his 
firm behavior produced a strong revul- ' 
sion of feeling in his favor.

Hoping to recover his kingdom, he had 
landed at Pizzo, on the coast of 
Calabria, where he was betrayed by 
the captain of his vessel, seized, and’ 
his companions killed or made pris- 
oners. Condemned to death by a 
court-martial, he was shot in the yard 
of the fortress. It was his grandeon 
Prince Murat, who recently married 
Miss Caldwell of Baltimore.
